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Use Grapes Now 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
During the grape season, when grapes are 
plentiful and of a reasonable price, everyone 
should use them, and children should be en- 
couraged to eat them. It is well to keep a dish 
of grapes standing in a convenient place in the 
home where they may be used between meals 
or even occasionally in place 


of a meal. 
The fresh grapes are 
Slightly laxative and = are 


stimulating to the kidneys. 
The skin and seeds may be 
eaten, except where there is 


an ulceration of the bowels 
or severe intestinal inflam- 
mation, where they might 


prove irritating. 
Grapes contain from 14% 
to 20% of grape sugar, which 


Dr. F. McCoy 
is the most easily digested and nourishing of 
sugars, requiring practically no digestion. Dif- 
ferent varieties of grapes, of course, differ in 


the composition, but the average of several 
different varieties shows that they contain 78° 
water, 1.35% protein, 1.3% fat, from 14% to 
20% grape sugar, and .65% mineral matter. The 
mineral matter consists principally cf sodium, 
potassium, calcium, magnesium, phosphorus, 
silicon and iron. The fresh grapes also contain 
vitamins B and C. 

Grape juice is one of the most nourishing 
of all drinks, and may be substituted for the 
fresh grapes if you prefer, and it has the ad- 
vantage of being obtainable during the season 
when fresh grapes are scarce. Grapejuice can 
be preserved by pasteurization or by the newer 
process of evaporating a portion of the water 
that the juice becomes more concentrated.

It 
was that which ended his govern- 
ment, not the reciprocity agree- 
ment, for had not Quebec de- 
feated the Liberals would have 
won, by a reduced majority, and 
we would have had “trade and 
truck with the Yankees.”
